First A-Powered Submarine 
Christened, Hailed By Chiefs

GROTON, Conn. W -A EC Chair- 
man Lewis L. Strauss, in launch­ 
ing 
ceremonies 
today 
for 
the 
world’s first nuclear-engined sub­ 
marine, said the craft is sybmolic 
of both the “ atomic thunderbolts” I 
of defense and of a peaceful boon 
of nuclear power. 
And the Navy’s top command 
er, Adm. Roberi B. Carney, saw 
the historic occasion as an un­ 
folding of “ new vistas of Amer­ 
ican sea power.” 
The two men expressed 
them­ 
selves in addresses a few minutes 
befcre"Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
was called upon to perform the 
traditional naming ceremony. 
Strauss, head of the Atomic En­ 
ergy Commission, said this launch­ 
ing transcends all those that have ; 
gone before because “ the Nautilus 
is something new under the sun.” 
Then he declared of the submar­ 
ine: 
“ It typifies the spirit of America 
at the time of its founding, and 


the spirit of America in this elev­ 
enth year of the atomic age. 
“ We 
are 
strong 
with 
the 
strength of atomic thunderbolts 
to resist aggression and to fore­ 
stall tyranny while at the same 
lime we extend the olive branch 
of a worthy peace.” 
Carney said the Nautilus marked 
the beginning of a new chapter in 
the history of sea power, saying: 
“ Revolutionary thing that she is, 
the technicians will strive to wring 
the greatest military advantage 
from this latest product of Ameri­ 
can genius. The fleet is hungry to 
put her to work.” 
To join the Navy on so historic 
an occasion were high representa­ 
tives of the other armed forces, 
Congress members and state offi­ 
cials. A crowd of 12,000 persons, in­ 
cluding workmen of the Electric 
Boat Division of General Dynam­ 
ics Corp. who built the hull of the 
submarine, was on hand.

June 14, 1952. 
At about the same time the West-1 
inghouse 
Corp., 
working 
under 
contract of the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission, 
began 
construction 
out on an Idaho desert of a land- 
based model atomic power plant. 
That power plant, d e s i g n e d 
around an atomic furnace using the 
uranium element U235 as fuel, de­ 
velops steam for operation of a 
turbine. A copy of the power plant 
was constructed for the Nautilus 
herself. 
When the launching time arriv­ 
ed todiy, much of the nuclear pow­ 
er plant was aboard or at hand for 
installation during the next five or 
six months as final work is com­ 
pleted on the submarine. 
The Nautilus, besides being the 
biggest and most intricate sub­ 
marine ever built, also is 
the 
costliest. The Navy and the AEC 
will have spent an estimated $50 
million on the boat and her ma­ 
chinery by the time her commis­ 
sioning date rolls around. 
On a neighboring way is the be­ 
ginning of the hull for the second 
nuclear submersible, the Sea Wolf. 
That boat will use a 
somewhat 
different type of atomic plant. 
The Nautilus 
is 
probably 
the 
heaviest submarine hull to be built 
at Electric Boat Division, where 
hundreds 
of submersibles 
have 
been built for two world wars. 
Her displacement is estimated 
at 3,000 tons when surfaced. Fully 
submerged, she will displace ap­ 
proximately 3,500 tons. 
The atom sub is about 340 feet 
long, with a peculiar blunt bow 
to give her a hoped-for underwater 
speed of 30 knots or better. That 
is as fast as the speediest surface 
snips travel.

CINCINNATI UP— A divided Cin­ 
cinnati City council last night start­ 
ed a one per cent city income tax 
ordinance toward enactment. 
A split in the ranks of the major­ 
ity Charter party prevented enact­ 
ment of the ordinance under sus­ 
pension of the rules, however, so 
it only passed through first read­ 
ing. That meant another week’s 
delay in consideration. 
As ii now stands, the ordinance 
would be in effect for the last 9 
months of this year and is expect­ 
ed to raise $9 million for this fi­ 
nancially pressed city of a 
half 
million population. Cincinnati was 
left facing a $7 million deficit for 
1953 after voters turned down a 
proposal for an increase of 4 81 
mills in the property tax levy at 
the last election.

WASHINGTON

gress a big tax revision project 
that would reduce revenue about 
$1,215,000,000 next year and then 
drew a line against further cuts. 
The revision program, he said 
in his budget message, would re­ 
write a tax structure he termed 
“ haphazard,” easing burdens for 
millions of persons and promot­ 
ing business expansion to push 
America “ to ever higher stand­ 
ards of living.” 
But Eisenhower said this pro­ 
gram and the $5 billion in annual 
tax cuts which took effect Jan. I 
are all the reductions “ our nation­ 
al security and well-being will per­ 
mit” right now. 
He thus raised a barrier against 
growing talk by some 
Congress 
members in this election year for 
(I) a further general cut in indi­ 
vidual income taxes and (2) a low­ 
ering of all excise or sales taxes 
which are above IO per cent to 
that level.

THE PRESID EN T reiterated his 
request, first made last May and 
renewed in his State of the Union 
message, for extension of present 
rates of excise and corporation in­ 
come taxes. They are due to drop 
April I to their pre-Korea levels, 
S3 billion under present levels. 
The revision program would re­ 
duce taxes an estimated $2 billion 
annually when it reaches full ef­ 
fect in later years.

CROPS BY GEOGRAPHY 
MORE THAN 30,000,000 acres of I a n d 
planted to wheat, cotton, peanuts and to­ 
bacco will be removed from production of 
those crops this year. This is approximate­ 
ly IO per cent of the total crop land of the 
United States. It is the result of farmer- 
voted restrictions on acreage which h a s 
been producing more than can be sold at 
high prices. 
The 30,000,000 acres will not be entirely 
idle. Some of this acreage will be diverted 
to other crops. But at the moment there 
are no crops in short production in t h i s 
country. Any diversions to other crops will 
produce additional surpluses and add to 
the clamor that they, too, be impounded 
and paid for at 90 or IOO per cent of parity 
with tax funds. 
The F arm Bureau, in its recent Chicago 
convention, attempted to deal with t h i s 
problem by suggesting that the Secretary 
of Agriculture be empowered to establish 
a geographical basis for major crops and 
limit the minor crops in regions denied 
major plantings. 
That may sound logical, theoretically, 
but it is difficut to see how it could be en­ 
forced without the most stringent govern­ 
ment controls ever applied to agriculture 
outside Russia. And if the Supreme Court, 
in a moment of rare lucidity, ruled that it 
couldn’t be done constitutionally, the whole 
scheme would blow up in the planners’ 
faces. 


A JOB FOR PARENTS 
THERE IS NO MORE important move­ 
ment before the American people today 
than the campaign against polio, common­ 
ly referred to as the March of Dimes. It 
is now under way throughout the nation, 
with the purpose of adequately financing 
another year’s research, and to provide 
treatment for those who m ay fall victims 
to the disease in the year ahead. 
Because of its cripping effects p o l i o 
continues to be a menace to the youth of 
the land, and medical science will not be 
content until it has discovered both t h e 
cause and the cure of the disease. 
Medical science has eliminated m a n y 
childish diseases, or at least lessened the 
death rate to a minimum. But the family 
doctor, with all his skill, cannot eliminate 
accidents, which take so many lives. In 
1952 accidental deaths among children 5 to 
14 years of age totaled 6,100. Other thou­ 
sands were injured sufficiently to call for 
hospital care. The fight against polio is 
needed and must be continued. At t h e 
same time more thought should be given to 
the safety of children from accidental 
causes. Here’s a job for parents. 


Ours is a continuous government in the I 
sense that a new Administration continues j 
the policies of its predecessor until, -with I 
the consent of Congress, they are r e - 1 
placed. 
The pollsters, r e p o r t i n g that Eisenhower 
remains popular, d o u b t that the Republi­ 
cans can hold their tiny majority in Con­ 
gress. For the R e p u b l i c a n s , a defeat in 
1954 could be preferable to the present I 
status in which they are held responsible j 
while being in a m i n o r i t y in the Senate with 
a bare majority in the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
If Eisenhower is to be able to function 
effectively, he needs a Republican major­ 
ity in the Congress. Our system requires 
two parties and that the President should 
belong to one of them. A bipartisan Presi­ 
dent is not in the American system and ef­ 
forts to establish such an order must fail 
and add to our confusion. 
No pollster, by whatever mathematical 
formula, can in January estimate what the 
people will do at the polls in November, j 
Nor is any one of them so prophetic as to * 
be able to fortell the course of events, not ; 
only in the United States but throughout 
the world, during the next IO m o n t h s . 
Therefore, the pollsters’ guesses, imple­ 
mented by adding machines, 
mean no 
more than yours or mine. 
It is true that Eisenhower was elected 
on the slogan, “It is time for a change.” 
Whether the voters meant a change in per­ 
sonalities or policies, they did not give the 
new President a Congress sufficiently of 
his own 
partisanship to make such a 
change immediately effective. If it was to 
be a change in personalities, he found him­ 
self hampered by phony Civil Service poli­ 
cies and the really important Veterans’ 
preferences. 
In the area of changing policies. Eisen­ 
hower could take the initiative. But his in­ 
heritance of more than 20 years fo expand­ 
ing government, exorbitant taxes, profli­ 
gate expenditures and a confusing pursuit 
of improvised policies, often conflicting, 
burdened him with continuing responsibil- ! 
ities which he had to pursue while plan- I 
ning changes. This is in the nature of a par­ 
adox, normal to our system. 
For the second session of the 83rd Con-! 
gress, President Eisenhower has presented 
a systematic program designed to attack 
some of the problems facing this nation, 
such as the excessive cost of government, 
the modernization of the armed services, 
the rationalization of farm prices, etc. How 
much of his program will be passed by the 
time the November elections take place, 
nobody can at the moment tell. 
Valuable time can be wasted in C o n ­ 
gress. This might best be exemplified in j 
the recent attempt to create an impasse | 
over Senator Joe McCarthy. It was a whol­ 
ly unrealistic diversion that could h a v e 
postponed the consideration of the Eisen­ 
hower program by a month. It failed. 
And now another little business is devel­ 
oping over the effort of the Democratic 
Senators, who walked out af the Subcom­ 
mittee on Investigations, to return to it 
without loss of face. They are very anxious 
to return and are negotiating secretly and 
indirectly to get back but on conditions 
which even if McCarthy were to agree to 
them would be meaningless except for face 
saving. The only sensible procedure f o r 
them is to walk in through the same door 
that they walked out of.

I ent. 
The National Assn. of Engine & 
Boat Manufacturers report today 
its members are confident of m ak­ 
ing and selling 30 per cent more 
pleasure craft this year than last. 
They expect the ever-growing m ul­ 
titude of boat enthusiasts, now esti­ 
mated at 16 million in this coun­ 
try, to find the money to buy them. 
And the oil industry is thumb­ 
ing its nose at the present over­ 
supply of oil in the world. It says 


that this year it will spend just 
about as much as last—a record 
234 billion dollars—in looking and 
drilling for new oil reserves Stead­ 
ily growing world demand will take 
up any slack in time, oilmen are 
confident. 
Americans are taking to the w a­ 
ter as never before, whether it's 
IA a power cruiser or a putt-putt. 
The boat-builders president, John 
VV. Mulford, says his association’s 
survey of builders shows that boat 
sales last year topped 1952 by 32 
per cent. Eighteen boat builders—

The boat m akers’ survey indi­ 
cates that the average value of 
craft sold in 1952 was $242 and 
last year $272, The general pros­ 
perity has contributed heavily to 
that, but boat makers appear con­ 
fident that it will continue.

It 
Is recorded that h a house In Phila­ 
delphia was "continually full" of 
visitors ic see the new wonders of 
his experiments.

which Fr n kl in charged two six- 
gallon jars with electricity, he 
knocked himself unconscious with 
the current Franklin thus became 
known as the first man ever elec­ 
trocuted In America.

“ ETON and Harrow, Cambridge 
and Oxford,’* says the small, be­ 
spectacled linguistic expert, "are 
symbols of the finest educational 
system in the 
world. 
However. 
it m ust be born in mind th a t rel­ 
atively few Britons are ‘exposed’ 
to this system. 
‘‘America, on the other hand, 
m ay not lay claim to such fine 
seats of learning as are patronized 
by upper-class Englishmen, but In 
this country education Is available 
to the humblest of our people.’* 
Max hedges only a trifle when he 
says no one can argue th a t an 
“ inarticulate devotee of Brooklyn 
baseball” (to arm s, men of Flat- 
bush!) has a finer com mand of the 
English language than Sir Winston 
Churchill.

Senate

been the bottleneck. 
The 
House gave 
approval 
for 
H aw aii three tim es, in 1947. 1950 
and 1953. and for Alaska once, in 
1950. The Senate, never for either. 
D em o crats and Republicans have 
talked about statehood for both te r ­ 
ritories for years, but most of the 
tim e in such weasel-words in their 
cam paign 
platform s 
as 
favoring 
statehood “ eventually.” 
In 1948 the D em ocrats got bold 
and favored 
“ im m ed ia te ” 
sta te ­ 
hood for both. But fo rm e r P re si­ 
dent T ru m an couldn’t get the Dem- 
ocratic-cortrolled Congress to c a r ­ 
ry through. In their 1952 platorm 
the 
D em ocrats 
repeated 
th e m ­ 
selves. 
In that year, with Eisenhower 
heading the ticket, the 
Republi­ 
cans 
ca m e 
out for “ im m ed ia te ” 
statehood 
for 
Haw aii 
but.

Ironically 
enough,
